"upon a reading of one of the electronic mails after the predetermined timing the state of "unread" being not change." (page 7, second 
paragraph). Applicant also argues that Bailey teaches away from the present invention" page 7, paragraph 6. Examiner notes that Bailey 
teaches a heuristic method of marking read messages as read. Bur also Bailey teaches displaying message in preview pane (70 
Mark_AS_READ = FALSE (72), set timer (74), has user marked as unread (86), Yes, then MARK_AS_READ = FALSE (see the steps in 
fig. 5 and col. 5, lines 61-65). These steps show that the unread message remains unread by overwriting the heuristic method which 
applicant seems arguing. Bailey does not teach away from the present invention. Bailey, simply shows another way of solving a problem. 
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
